phone company, and $76.000 in other 
funds and rebates. 


To realize a surplus, however, ex- 


penses will have to be kept lower than 
they were 
in September when $49,- 


492.63 was spent. Sewer costs during 
the month raised the expenditures for 
the period as more than $11,000 %\as 
spent for this one item alone.

is due from the state from the counties 
for the maintaincnce of patients in 
state institutions for the fiscal year 
Ending June 30. 1926. according to an 
audit made public Monday by the state 
board of control. Satutory provisions 
limit the rates that the counties shall 
pay per week, the balance of the main- 
tenance to be borae by the state. 


The counties arc charged $170,433.84 


for maintenance of patients in the 
three state hospitals for the 
insane 


where the rate per week, chargeable 
to the county is $2.40. This amount is 
slightly higher than last year's figure 
of $163,441.98,«the increase being due 
to normal increai.0 in population dur- 
ing the year, according to the audit. 


The counties share of maintenance 


inmates of the two state colonies and 
training- schools where the rate is al- 
so $2.40 per week, is $203.296.26. Last 
'year this figure was $243.473.58. 
»• Counties are charged $55,677.05 for 
maintenance of patients in tho state 
sanatorium and the Tomahawk rehab- 
ilitation camp, where the rate to the 
counties is $7.50 per week. This com- 
pared with $62,955 shows a slight in- 
crease due "to normal increase in popu- 
lation. 


The counties share of maintenance 


in the state industrial schools, where

JUDGE ROSA'S PLATFORM 


Judge Charles D. Rosa." independent 


Progressive candidate for United States 
senator, has announced his platform. It is 
an exceptionally well constructed and 
well worded document. This newspaper 
disagrees with him in his opposition to 
American participation in the world court, 
but as a whole his .platform is one to 
which every citizen of the state, whether 
labpr, farmer, merchant, manufacturer or 
just "plain people," can subscribe. It is the 
first sane statement of Progressive prin- 
ciples we have had in some time. 
It is 


noteworthy because it refrains from emo- 
tionalism and vitriolic denunciation. For 
once we have a calm, reasoned and order- 
ly statement of policies without appealing 
to prejudice and class feeling. 
In fact, 


Judge Rosa deplores this demagogic prac- 
tice, just as does Mr. Zimmerman, pledg- 
ing himself to such government and legis- 
lative enactment as will be fair to all 
classes and where the interests of any 
may conflict, to support that policy which 
serves the good of the greatest number. 


Judge Rosa's definition of the Progres- 


sive program is a refreshing and timely 


•' exposition 
of the 
basic principles 
on 


which constitutional government and the 
rights of the people" rest. Yet every plank 
in his platform is a courageous declara- 
tion against special privilege, against ex- 
ploitation of the many by the few,-against 
the excessive use of money in politics and 
against the other abuses that have grown 
up in our political system. 


To all of these declarations every hon- 


est and fair-minded man can 
subscribe. 


Judge Rosa has no more use for the 
abuses and evils of our political and social 
-life than has the most vociferous radical, 
but he also recognizes that the woof and 
warp-.of our government and of our eco- 
nomic system are fundamentally sound 
and honest. He believes in constitutional 
government. He believes that the manu- 
facturer's interests 
must be conserved 


along with the interests of labor, and that 
the interests of the consumer must be 
served along with the interests of the 
farmer. He believes in being fair to all 
alike, and in trying to work out an indus- 
trial and social economy that will enure 
to the benefit and prosperity of the great- 
est number. He would protect all of the

117, an increase of 182 per cent, general 
property taxes increased from $20,776,180 
to $99,939,984. an increase of 381 per cent, 
And Net Expenditures 
By Our State 


Government Alone Increased From $2,- 
833,028 To $23,398,094, An Increase Of 
726 Per Cent." 


With all that has been said against the 


railroads, if they were conducted at one- 
tenth the extravagance of state govern- 
ment, the people would be paying freight 
rates out of all proportion to the value of 
transportation service. The people do not 
stop to think that this heavy 'state over- 
head is projected in tax burdens much 
more onerous than freight rates or the 
cost of any commodities they buy. Final- 
ly, the tax overhead is actually reflected in 
freight rates and all other items that enter 
into the cost of living. We need to get a 
better balanced perspective of the relation 
of government and taxation to our per- 
sonal, everyday affairs and to not shut 
our eyes to political conditions that are 
detrimental to the interests of everyone. 


Judge Rosa appears to be the type of 


Progressive that does not wish to kill the 
industrial cow that yields the milk of 
business and prosperity. He wants to cor- 
rect evils in our politics and government 
and remove injustice, but not by destruc- 
tive methods. He\does not want to tear 
down the house to mend a leaky roof. His 
platform should have wide circulation for 
its statement of sane Progressivism.

The chances are that he will have his 


head chopped off for the crime. This will 
be wrong. 


Gaston's head should be chopped off 


for "money madness." He really lost it in 
the frantic chase for francs and more 
francs. He stifled all his natural impulses 
until they became grotesque. 


Dollar chasing often proves a poor 


mental exercise.

Many children have been subjected to operation 


for the removal of tonsils for no rtason. asserts 
Dr. Albert D. Kaiser. Rochester. N. Y.. pediatrician, 
and Dr. Kaiser is qualified to speak on the subject, 
for he has perhaps studied the matter on a larger 
scale than any othey physician in this country. He 
has compared carefully the 
condition of 1.200 


children before the removal of their tonsils with 
their condtion three years afterward. He has done 
much more than that, to make his study convinc- 
ing. H« has compared the condition of these 1.200 
children with the condition of 1.200 children in 
similar surroundings who did not have their tonsils 
removed and again compared the 1.200 who had 
their tonsils removed with the 1.200 who did not, 
three years later. That ought to give a pretty def- 
inite indication of what the removal of tonsils does 
to or for children. By the way, the 1.200 children 
who did not~have their tonsils removed were denied 
the operation although they needed it In the opinion 
of the physicians. So there, now. Just wait and 
sec. 
Although. Dr. Kaiser records the study of 


1,200 case*; I believe his experience with tonsil op- 
erations among children mounts upwards to five 
times that many cases. Yet he thinks many such 
operations are done for no reason. 


Far too much of the medical literature of the 


day is rushed to market half baked. Competition is 
keen and the doctor who concieves anything orig- 
inal is under strong temptation to publish a "pre- 
liminary report" lest some one else bite on the 
same'idea and beat him to it—priority being pre- 
cious to a professional reputation. 
Perhaps this 


accounts for much of the overproduction of medical 
literature stuff which even the dilettante finds un- 
worthy to scan. 
>• 


But Dr. Kaiser has done something unique and 


substantial. I think this is the only study of its 
kind which has been made on any such large scale. 
ItMs a tremendous contribution to a question which 
heretofore has been left to conjecture and prejudice. 
It must have taken a vast amount of wearisome 
work to carry out such a gigantic task—the exam- 
ination of 1.200 children who were to have the op- 
eration for enlarged tonsils and adenoid body and 
1,200 children who needed it but were not operated 
upon, and then three years later a second examina- 
tion of the two entire groups? Most of us would 
find such a task appalling. 
But this Rochester 


child specialist accomplished it ^somehow, and the 
conclusions he has drawn from his study and ex- 
perience outweigh, in my judgment, any opinion or 
belief which may be offered by any other physician 
or specialist, for the very good reason I have indi- 
cated, namely, that Dr. Kaiser's view is unpar- 
alelled. 


And now here are conditions which call for re- 


moval'of enlarged tonsils and adenoid body in chil- 
dren: 


1. Mouth breathing.

2. Frequent attacks of sore throat and tonsilitis. 
3. Frequent attacks of coryza C"head colds").

nodes ("glands" or "kernels" in neck) when no 
other cause Is evident. 


5. Malnutrition, when other causes have been 


eliminated. 


6.- Chronic or recurrent running ear. 
7. Sometimes unexplained attacks of acute fever. 
8. Prevention of rheumatic fever, 
chorea (St. 


Vitus dance) and heart disease.

It Is a curious fact that certain 


writers who had great contemporary 
rogue and who moreover have a con- 
iderable body of creditable -work to 
heir credit are neverthless in a "kind 
if twilight zone so far as the public 
:onsciousness 
goes. 
They seldom 


*ome spontaneously 
to mind whem 


he country's writers are mentally 
passed in review. 


Take the case of 
Thomas Bailey 


Aldrich. A considerable part of his 
vorking life was contemporary with 
he 
lives 
of Lowell, 
Longfellow, 


lolmes, William Dean Howells, Mark 
?wain and the others of the New 
England group. But every single one 


f the others would instantly be 
dentified by, the general 
unlettered 


public. They are in the public 
con- 


sciousness and their place Is perma- 
nent and fixed. Speak the name of 
Thomas Bailey Aldrich and thousands 
perhaps millions, of people would 
ook blank; others would Identify the 
name but would be In doubt as to 
vhen the man lived; many well in- 
ormed persons would know all About 
ilm but would perhaps not be able 
to name a single one of his poems, 
novels or stories; and the best inform- 
ed perhaps would be able to name 
only "The Story of a Bad Boy," 
'Marjorle Daw," and a few of the 
poems. 


DEAD SHORT TIME ' 
Yet Bailey Aldrich has been dead 


only since 1907 and before that time 
for half a century he was what ap- 
peared to be a dominating force in 
American literature. I have recentlly 
been reading Ferris Greenslet's "Life 
of Thomas Bailey Aldrich," written 
in 1908, the year after his death, and 
the implication of the book is that 
Greenslet expected Aldrich to occupy 
a permanent place in American litera- 
ture by the side of Longfellow 
and 


Lowell and the others. 


Perhaps he will do so "eventually 
but'so far he has not yet been given 
that position in the public conscious 
ness. But in his own day there was 
every expectation that he would oc- 
cupy such a place and "it is plain that 
he himself felt he would. He was a 
very careful and conscientious writer. 


Ho did not usually aim for contem- 


porary popularity, as Mark Twain for 
instance did. 
He quite consciously 


wrote for the ages and in a letter to 
Hamilton Wright Mabie he quite de- 
finitely gives expression to that idea. 
But ironically, he was popular with 
his own generation and so "far the 
ages have refused to pay much at- 
tention to him. 


His was the story of a happy life, 


as told by Greenslet. Nine times out 
of ten the biography of a writer has 
a tragic or semi-tragic tone. Not so 
the life of Thomds Bailey Aldrich. 
He was lucky and happy until almost 
the end. 
. He had little trouble in getting a 
hearing as a young man. 
He was 


known and widely read at an age 
when most 
writers are struggling. 


He saw just enough of the Civil war 
to make it an interesting experience 
and not a tragic interruption of his 
real life. He had no tragic personal 
experiences in love or business/ His 
domestic life was singularly 
placid 


and happy. He won the respect and- 
confldenco of the greatest publishing 
house of that day, now the Houghton 
Mifflin Company, 
and became first 


the edtior of their weekly paper and

. Many are the names of this familiar 
species—water adder, water viper and 
even water moccasin, a name proper- 
ly belonging to another and really 
dangerous species. A large percent- 
age of the snakes heralded as moc- 
casins would, if the truth were known, 
be nothing more than this harmless 
species. 


We have all seen him. a brownish 


bnake of usually medium size, curled 
up on a log or pile of driftwood at 
the margin of pond or stream. If 
wo approach too near he slides quick- 
ly and without undue commotion into 
his favorite element and usually Is 
seen no more. 


Often he bears In his »caly skin 


the marks of his last excursion in 


the shape of a coating of earth, for 
he is partial to muddy waters and 
works much about the bottom. 
Fish 


or frogs lures him to the water. And 
that which ho searches for he Is Hko- 
ly to find, for he usually Is in good 
condition. 


While most snakes lay eg»s, 'those 


of certain groups retain, 
the eggs 


within the body until they are hatch- 
ed. The water snake belongs to this 
latter class, giving birth in early fal 
to as many as 23 young ones, seven 
or eight inches In length. 


While the water snake is harmless 


as its bits is not poisonous and it 
seldom bites, its food habits some 
times are injurious to man's inter 
ests. About trout ponds or streams 
it may catch 
these desirable( fish 


though at the same time it catches 
other fish which prey on the cgg.s 
and the young of the trout. 
Its almost universally bad name is 


but another 
instance of our pro- 


pensity to seize on some certain habi 
and condemn a species to extermina 
tlon without further study.

or later someone is bitten by a flea 
from one of the rats, comes down 
with the plague and immediately be- 
comes a danger to others. 


Plague in its-bubonic form is fairly 


controllable, because the gerrn can be 
transmitted only 
by, injection 
into 


the subject's blood stream, which can 
be guarded against. 


The pneumonic form,, however, is 


transmitted by the breath, is as con- 
tagious as the common cold and gen- 
erally kills in a few hours. 


The germ is the same in either 


case, but its effects on the patient va- 
ries with the organs 
attacked—tho 


glands or the lungs. 
The glandular 


type of the disease tends to favor hot 
climates; the pneumonic type colder 
ones.

Judge Charles D. Rosa.' independent 


Progressive candidate for United States 
senator, has announced his platform. It is 
an exceptionally -well constructed and 
•well worded document. This newspaper 
disagrees with him in his opposition to 
American participation in the world court, 
but as a whole his .platform is one to 
which every citizen of the state, whether 
labor, farmer, merchant, manufacturer or 
just "plain people,'' can subscribe. It is the 
first sane statement of Progressive prin- 
ciples we have had in some time.

Judge Rosa's definition of the Progres- 


sive program is a refreshing and timely 


•' exposition 
of the basic principles on 


•which constitutional government and the 
rights of the people'rest. Yet every plank 
in his platform is a courageous declara- 
tion against special privilege, against ex- 
ploitation of the many by the few, •against- 
the excessive use of money in politics and 
against the other abuses that have grown 
up in our political system. 


To all of these declarations ever}- hon- 


est and fair-minded man can subscribe. 
Judge Rosa has no more use for the 
abuses and evils of our political and social

The people do not 
stop to think that this heavy 'state over- 
head is projected in tax burdens much 
more onerous than freight rates or the 
cost of any commodities they buy.

tion ol any role. 


This, with the exacting qualifier 


tions he deamands of players, explains 
perhaps, why it usually takes htm 
longer than other directors to cast a. 
picture. 


For example, in "The Sorrows of 


Satan," which he now is making with 
Carol Dempster, Ricardo Cortez and 
Adolphe Menjou in the leading roles, 
Griffith interviewed and grave screen 
tests to twenty-five persons, reviewed 
a number of old pictures and search- 
ed the stage before he found an act- 
ress to play Lady Sybil. 


The requirements he considers es 


sential are no more nor less than 
would be necessary for success in any 
other line of endeavor. 
They are 


imagination, concentration, will pow- 
er, perserverance and physical endur- 
ance. 


"It would be a mistake, of course, 


to present a person of repulsive phys 
ical appearance, unless a rare char- 
acterixation caled for such a. type," he 
said. "But on the other hand, sheer 
physical beauty is not necessarily 
sential in a player. 


"Theie are numerous examples of 


this truth upon the screen today. One 
of the most popular octresses in pic- 
tures—an actress of ability—is pos- 
sessed of a head much too large for 
her body. I recall in the earlier days 
of her career she almost lost her job
